Military sources said 15,000 civilians and hundreds of 
militiamen fled Go Dau Ha and Khiem Hanh in panic 
Thursday as Communist gunners shelled the towns. 
The sources said North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
arm or and infantry were moving on the towns from the 
northwest and northeast, storming police and militia 
outposts along the way. 
Government commanders rushed reinforcements to 
the area, 35 miles northwest of Saigon, and field officers 
vowed to defend the twin towns against Communist 
assaults. 
Communist gunners shot down a South Vietnamese 
A37 jet fighter-bomber and an L19 observation plane 
near the towns Thursday, killing both pilots, military 
sources said.

Wednesday for immediate ap­ 
propriation of $75 million to 
implement the federal Juvenile 
Justice and Delinquency Act of 
1974. 
“It’s (juvenile delinquency) 
really a national problem,” 
said Judge Robert Kinsey of 
Howard County Circuit Court, 
Kokomo, Ind. Kinsey is chief 
backer of a resolution asking 
President Ford and Congress to 
immediately 
implement 
the 
1974 measure. 
“ That bill w as passed by 
overwhelming majorities and 
called for $75 million the first 
year to establish a national 
office of juvenile justice and 
delinquency prevention to deve 


lop 
national 
strategy 
priorities,” Kinsey said. 
and 


“Many problems in juvenile 
delinquency are interstate, with 
kids running away from home 
after dropping out of school.” 
The conference ’s800 delegates 
included judges, law enforce­ 
ment authorities, educators and 
social workers, many of whom 
see juvenile delinquency 
as 
“the No. I national issue of our 
tim es,” Kinsey said. 


“We somehow have got to 
stop kids from growing into 
adult criminals.” 


Kinsey 
said 
the 
juvenile 
justice act called for a $125 
million appropriation its second 
year and $150 million the third 
fear.

In his good news category he

stopgap answer but “the long- 
range answer can only come 
from a complete overhaul of 
the 
gasoline 
tax 
structure. 
Many 
governors 
favor 
the 
repeal of a portion of the 
federal motor fuel tax so that 
states can assume that gallon­ 
age ra te for m aintenance 
purposes. This type of solution 
or some other equally well 
suited, has to be the long-range 
answer to our highway mainte­ 
nance problems.”

Ed Jackson who won the 
nomination by direct primary 
and the chief executive’s job in 
1925, was a “creature of the 
M an.” We could end up with a

PERSISTENT RUMORS are 
m aking the rounds of the 
legislative 
chambers of the 
possibility of a special session to 
solve the budget problems.

are 
always established in con­ 
ference 
com m ittees 
and 
traditionally are the final action 
of the General Assembly. 
Ed Whitcomb was faced with 
similar rumors and apparent 
deadlock 
during

m inistration. He sent word 
there would be ice skating at a 
certain location below before he 
would 
waste the some $12 
million on a special session and 
that legislators should get to 
work on the job they were 
elected to do. 
Governor Otis Bowen is not 
quite as outspoken, but has 
indicated a w illingness to 
compromise. A major part of 
his address to the session in­ 
dicated a firm stand on a two 
year budget, while Democrats 
wanted a one year spending 
program. It is a m atter of 
sematics. Two year budgets are 
review ed and adjusted an ­ 
nually, and the State Budget 
Agency does alm ost as it 
pleases. Free automobiles for 
Judges was a Budget Agency 
action not legislated. Bowen 
said he would not “bleed” for 
two year budgeting. 


For “government” read “taxpayers.” The government 
can’t employ anyone without first tapping the taxpayers. 
But are the taxpayers ready to employ m ore and yet 
more people? Already they’re employing alm ost three 
million bureaucrats on the Federal civilian payroll at a 
total of some $35 billion a year. How many m ore? 
Suppose, though, that we taxpayers took on the 300,000- 
odd unemployed auto workers. It could put us another $3 
billion in the hole, with administrative costs. Where would 
we find the money? 


Then again what would we have them do for us ? Paint 
our houses — if we could afford the paint? Or m aybe some 
of them could fix up broken-down plumbing plant gardens 
for us, re-upholster furniture, wax floors, mend clothes, 
darn socks. Sure, the jobs needing doing are there. But 
where’s the money to come from? 


Notice, too, that the Woodcock formula isn’t necessarily 
restricted to jobless auto workers. It could cover all kins 
of other unemployed — those in the building trades, for 
instance, or workers laid off in the textile and other 
recession-pinched industries. It could apply to the so­ 
called hard-core unemployed Wow! 


Oh, we could use them — if only to clean up the trash 
spread all over America. But first large num bers of us 
taxpayers would have to be assured of staying on the 
employed-taxpayer list, and of someone to give us big 
raises so we could carry the freight.

A W EEK LY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUM N

As prophets a re often w ithout 
honor in th eir own country, so 
som e m en 
a r e ig n o red 
by 
historians of their own day and 
it is left to fu tu re generations to 
recognize th eir greatness. One 
such m an w as George R ogers 
Clark. Although his nam e is well 
know n 
to 
In d ia n a 
school 
children, outside the old N orth­ 
west T errito ry 
his 
nam e 
is 
scarcely known. In fact, w hen 
M assachusets Senator Hoar and 
Ohio S enator 
Sherm an 
w ere 
cham pioning a bill to erect a 
n a tio n a l 
m o n u m e n t 
in 
th e 
G eneral’s honor, one prom inent 
New York new spaper a s s e r t'd 
there had never ween any such 
G eneral and the Senators m ust 
m ean G eneral W illiam Clark of 
the Lewis and C lark expedition. 
Such ignorance seem s stran g e 
when one considers that outside 
of G eorge W ashington he w as 
probably the g rea test builder of 
this country. With a handful of 
m en he w rested the whole of the 
Northw est T errito ry from the 
British and secured it forever as 
ap a rt of the United States. The 
firs t R e v o lu tio n a ry h isto rie s 
barely m ention him for they 
w ere w ritten by eastern m en 
who did not realize the im 
portance of his contribution, did 
not understand th at the winning 
of this w ilderness w as the first 
step tow ard m aking a nation of 
territo rial g reatn ess. 
Like W ashington, Clark w as a 
V irginian and a surveyor. Born 
during the F rench and Indian 
W ar he la te r served in Lord 
D unom re’s W ar as a scout along 
with Simon Kenton and Simon 
G irty. O ffered a com m ission in 
the B ritish A rm y he refused it, 
sensing the com ing storm , and 
instead becam e a surveyor for 
the Ohio Com pany in Kentucky. 
At that tim e K entucky was a no 
m a n ’s land claim ed by Indians 
as their hunting ground, by 
V irginia under a c h a rter from 
Ja m es I, by Spain on ancient 
treaties, by the T ransylvania 
Com pany under treaty with the 
Cherokee, and by the Indiana 
V andalia C om panies by reason 
of treaties with the Irquios. 
Since C lark w as a Virginian 
he determ ined this w ilderness 
sh o u ld 
b elo n g 
to 
V irg in ia. 
When the revolution broke out 
and his four b rothers joined the 
C o n tin e n ta l 
A rm y , 
G eorge 
R ogers decided to stay in the 
V irginia m ilitia and carry the 
w ar to the very h eart of the 
country. 
With 
keen 
political 
sense he realized th at if he could 
c a p tu re K a s k a s k ia , C ahokia 
and V incennes - the three points 
from which E nglish arm s and 
am m unition w ere distributed to 
the Indians - he would have 
struck a vital blow. 
At about the sam e tim e Paul 
R evere w as m aking his fam ous 
rid e C lark rode back to appear 


before the V irginia legislature 
and convince them of the ta c ­ 
tical value of his plan Thom as 
Jefferson and P atrick Henry 
a id e d him in se c u rin g th e 
n e c e s s a ry 
a r m s 
an d 
a m ­ 
m unition and authorized him to 
ra ise troops for this purpose. 
His recruiting did not m eet with 
success for few m en possessed 
his insight but w ith courage and 


conviction he took the 150 men 
he was able to ra is e and started 
west. Fifty m o re expert Ken­ 
tucky riflem en jo in ed them at 
his cam p on C orn Island just 
outside Louisville. Among them 
w as Simon K enton and several 
veterans of L ord 
D unm ore’s 
VYar. 
Thes^ v eteran s trained the 
new recruits to fig h t in Indian 
fashion, usirig. tpm akaw ks as 
w ell 
as 
rifle s . 
K askaskia 
(several m iles so u th of St. Louis 
on the Illinois sid e of the river) 
and the neighboring fort of 
Cahokia w ere 
ta k e n 
without 
bloodshed. The v illag e rs were 
m ostly French a n d not sym ­ 
pathetic with the B ritish cause. 
M any of them joined C lark when 
he set out to tak e F o rt Sackville 
a t Vincennes. T he F re n sh Priest 
F ath e r G ibault 
u sed his in­ 
fluence as did S panish m erchant 
F ran cis Vigo. 
It w as p ro b a b ly 
through 
F ran cis Vigo th a t C lark m et the 
only he ever loved. Vigo was a 
business p a rtn e r 
of 
Spanish 
g o v ern o r 
Don 
F e rn a d o de 
Leyaba. As Spain w as on the 
v e rg e of w a r w ith 
B ritain 
Lebaya was friendly and offered 
assistance. W hile visitng in his 
hom e, George R o g ers met his 
sister Terese an d fell in love 
w ith her. T raditon says they 
w ere betrothed but th e re are no 
records other th an allusions to 
the rom ance in le tte rs Clark 
w rote to friends. C lark carefully 
destroyed all his ow n personal 
papers.

w hen Clark w as c a lle d away to

She retu rn ed 
to S pain where she b ec am e a 
nun. 
So, while the U nited States 
an d 
Virginia q u arrele d 
over 
w ho should pay the d e b ts C lark 
h ad ru n up in th e ir service, 
C l a r k ’s 
perso n al 
life 
w as 
s h a tte re d . He spent h is lonely 
b a c h e lo rh o o d liv in g on th e 
c h a rity of his fam ily on a farm 
ju s t outside Louisville. In 1803 
C lark 
petitioned 
th e 
U nited 
S ta te s to grant him a p ortion of 
lan d in Indiana equal to that 
tu rn e d over to his m en b u t the 
p etitio n was denied. 
T h e sta te of Virginia se n t him 
a fa n c y dress sword a s a token 
of ap p reciatio n and it is sa id he 
b ro k e it crying, “ When V irginia 
n eed ed a sword I gave h e r m ine. 
Now sh e sends me a toy. I w ant 
b r e a d .” Eventually he w ent to 
live in Indiana where he founded 
tow n of Clarksville. -H e r’e he 
lived alone until he su ffe re d a 
stro k e and fell into the fire . His 
leg w a s so severely b u rn e d it 
h ad to be am putated. He w as not

to

o p era tio n which was p erfo rm ed 
w ith o u t

Gandhi also said in a 
re c e n t interview sh e is con­ 
c e rn e d about C e n tra l In te lli­ 
g en ce Agency activ ities abroad, 
but does not fear assassination 
by the CIA or anybody else. 
R eferring to rec en t W ashing­ 
ton reports that th e CIA had 
d raw n up assassination plans

fig u res, the 57-year-old prim e 
m in iste r said, “ I w ould not fear 
th a t sort of thing,” . 
“ I m ust say that I d o n ’t think 
it is the right w ay of dealing 
w ith the situation,” sh e said.

About 65 million y e a rs ago, a 
long-necked beast w ith wings 51 
feet w ide soared like a vulture 
o v er a w est T exas stre a m bed 
in search of a m eal from a

dinosaur, 
tu rtle 
or 
crocodile. 
T h a t’s the scene th a t m ight 
be im agined on the basis of a 
re p o rt by Douglas Law son in 
th is w eek’s issue of Science 
m agazine. 
U ntil now, m ost scien tists had 
not believed any flying cre atu re 
could be that big. B ut Lawson 
sa y s he found the fossil bones 
of a such a w inged rep tile in 
th e siltstone and sandstone of 
w hat once w as a stre a m bed in 
w est T ex as’ Big Bend N ational 
P a rk .

White House was the problem 
is not com m unication but that 
the insurgents who have su r­ 
rounded Phnom Penh have “no 
interest in negotiations.” 
M ansfield 
said 
that as

m em ber of Congress, he is
